Will Help Students

dent of Los Angeles State college, 
will confer in the near future 
with Santa Ana college students 
interested in taking third-year 
work at the new state college. - 

The upper division . program, 
making its beginning this year, 
was authorized by the last session 
of the state legislature and was 
formerly known as Los Angeles 
city college. 

Third-year classes at Los. An- 
geles State college are fully ac- 
credited and all recognized units 
earned may be transferred with- 
out loss of credit to the California 
state colleges and to any campus 
of the state university. 

Students are eligible for admis- 
sion who have completed a mini- 
mum of 60 units of acceptable 
college work and have maintained 
at least a C average in all college 
work undertaken.
